nizo no other authority as binding. 


Fow, we imagine, will contend thttt this 


state of affairs, under any clrcrtmstAncoH, 
was contemplated by tho constitution. 
It 


is, on tho contrary, wholly foreign to its 
purpose and its spirit, however sincere rn»y 
have been, tho desire of tho President to 
carry out .rather than goto counter to tho 
constitution. And the worst of the matter 
is, that the longer this state of things con- 
tinues tho worse it becomes. There is much 
'cause for believing that if tho two parties in 
Louisiana bad been raoro loft tc themselves 
they would havo Jjcen compelled to make 
peace with each other before now. M*nj 
indications point that way, Tho lUpnb- 
lican loaders have frequently boun divided; 
the Connervatlves havo noveral limes been 
tho samo. 
If thcro had boon no other WMT 


out of their difficulties, Is it too much to lw- 
ll«vo that portions of each party wordd 
have come together aud carried into execu- 
tion BOmo form of comprontae! Th!« li 
what happens in other states when differ- 
ences an important if not an violent occqr. 
Doubtlosx in such « solution Home interest 
would have suffered. 
But if we aro going 


to wait until .the people of. LouMnnn aro 
prepared to sot up a stuto ef society M pure 
and piacoftil as Kden boforo tht fall, before 
wo turn thoir own affairs over to them, we 
slu'fl havo to wait till tho millennium. Then 
the constitution may be Mfely Ignored.

Tho result of today's proceedings in tho 


House ou the anti-filibustering rule is the 
success of tho moderate Republicans over 
their enemies on the Democratic side, 
headed by Randall, and over quite as dan- 
gerous foos on their own side, led by Messrs. 

Mr. Butler was deter- 
mined iu the first place to push his own 
amendment through, or have none at all, 
and tho cool manner in which Mr. Garfiold 
took tho management of the Republican 
side of the question from him seamed to 
redouble that determination.

the rules, so as to allow the committoo to 
report at once, was made and this time suc- 
cessfully. Mr. Randall's face, BO bright 
when the result of the vote ou Mr. Garfield's 
motion was announced, became cloudy, 
and when he saw his side forced, from 
its last Hue of opposition on tho point re- 
specting tho right of tho committee on rules 
to report as it had done through Mr. Gar- 
field, ho lost his temper aud with an angry 
protest offerfld his resiRuntion ns a member 
of the cominilteo. 
Mr. Cos immediately 


followed Randall's lend, although both must 
have known they were entirely out of order. 
The Speaker told them plainly that they 
knew this,and intimated his belief that their 
action was intended for dramatic effect. 


Mr. Randall rested his opposition on tho 


grounds that the new rule- would open tho 
Treasury to tho greed of private corpora- 
tions, and that it would admit legislation to 
oppress tho South. The iinnl vote on Ihe 
adoption of the r-jle is 171 to 8,1, one more 
than two-thirds; though tho Speaker took 
Occasion to say, lest any misapprehension 
should arise, that only a majority voto was 
required.
